Petitions Started 
Seek Road Bond Vote 


JEFFERSON CITY, 
Mo. 
(AP) — The Missouri 
Highway Commission announced today it has decided to 
start an initiative petition campaign next month for a $476 
million road bond issue. 
Jack Stapleton Sr. of Stanberry, commission chairman, 
said "the only thing we’re asking is that the people have a 
right to vote on the road bonds.” 
If the petition campaign is successful in getting 
90,000-plus signatures, the proposal could go before voters 
at a special election or at the 1972 general election. 
Stapleton said the commission made the decision 
Thursday night and said that was the first chance it had to 
discuss the proposal which had been recommended by 
Gov. Warren E. Hearnes. 
He said the money would be used to finance the 
co m m issio n ’s 
original 
12*year 
intercity interregional 
highway plan, including 2,000 miles of improved roads and 
12 major bridges. Much of the money would be spent to 
upgrade existing highways to dual lanes. 
Stapleton said the bond issue plan would not include 
any money for urban mass transit systems, as proposed 
earlier by the governor. 
The 1971 legislature knocked down the governor’s 
recommendation for a highway bond issue because of 
Senate objections to the high interest costs. 


Instead it passed a 2-cent increase in the gasoline tax 
but the governor vetoed it on the grounds that would not 
provide enough money for a stepped up construction 
program and was not tied to a bond issue. 
If the voters approve the bond issue, Stapleton said he 
hoped the legislature would find ways to finance it. 
The governor’s earlier bond proposal would have been 
financed by increasing the gas tax from 5 to 7 cents and 
boosting other highway user fees by enough to equal the 
revenue of another one cent gas tax. 
The 1971 defeat of the governor’s road bond proposal 
was his third loss on a highway improvement program. 
Twice before he proposed a toll road bond issue but the 
courts rejected the first one and the voters turned down 
the second one. 
Sen. William B. Waters, DLiberty, whose gas tax 
increase bill was vetoed this year, has said he would 
re-introduce such a measure in the 1972 session. 
In the past, road bond or gas tax increase proposals 
have required a statewide citizens’ committee to gain 
voter support, including all segments of the highway 
industry and automobile users. 
Plans for such a campaign organization have not yet 
been worked out.

On Feb. 16 at approximately 10 
a.m., Army Sgt. 1 /C I**slie Leroy 
Karnes was driving an amphibious 
vehicle through the swamp land of 
Vietnam, near Can Gao canal, 25 
miles south of Rach Gia. 
He was part of a five man "high 
brass’’ patrol involved in a forward 
reconnaissance through saturated 
Viet Cong territory. 
The patrol was ambushed and 
every man was wounded — Karnes 
and a lieutenant colonel were killed 
by enemy fire. 


The Can Gao canal represents 
little 
more than a spot on a 
newspaper map and the lieutenant 
colonel’s name would not strike 
any 
familiar 
notes 
in 
this 
community. 
Sergeant Karnes, 33, born and 
reared in Sikeston, left this town a 
daily reminder of his tragic death - 
a Korean widow and three children. 
They are survivors - next of kin. 
His widow’s name is Soon Lim ~ 
“Sooni” she likes to be called. The 
children are Michael Leslie and 
Mark Lynn, twin boys, 12, and Sue 
Ann, 6. 
After talking 
with 
Soonie, I 
think that her childhood and that 
of Karnes are of interest because of 
the sharp contrast in their early 
lives. 


He was born Jan. 21, 1938, in 
Neelyville, the son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Floyd Karnes. He graduated from 
schools in Sikeston, enlisted in the 
national guard when he was 14, and 
entered the regular army when he 
was 17. He was sheltered from the 
immediate and personal horrors of 
enemy invasion and war. 
Sooni was born in Kim Chen, 
Korea in 1935, into certain poverty 
and surrounded by death. When she 
was three, her family was moved to 
Japan, and back to Korea in 1945. 
She went to school only when the 
war permitted, and that was not 
often or for long. 


Karnes has one brother and two 
sisters. Sooni has three sisters and 
two brothers surviving -- at least 
eight of her brothers and sisters 
died in the wars. Her father had 
two families, not unusual in her 
country. Karnes was a protestant, 
she was reared in the faith of 
Buddha. 
They met in Seoul, Korea, in 
1956, where she was working in an 
installation PX. They were married 
Sept. 19, 1957, in Seoul. They 
remained in Korea for another year 
before being transferred to St. 
Louis. There the twins were born 
March 14, 1959. 
In the military scheme of things, 
the 
family 
was 
soon 
sent 
to 
Germany, where they lived three 
years. 
Sooni interrupted the stream of 
facts. 


"That is why my English is not 
so good,” she smiled, "I learned to 
speak it in Germany....I have a 
German accent.” 
From Germany they went to Ft. 
Polk, La., in 1963, where little Sue 
Ann was born. They lived there for 
five years — by army standards, a 
long time. 
While there, Karnes 
attended 
schools, 
was 
a 
drill 
instructor in hand to hand combat, 
jungle operations and judo. He was 
a career soldier. 
His first duty in Vietnam was in 
1968. He was a Sgt. first class then, 
and returned from combat with 
recognition 
as 
an 
outstanding 
soldier. 
He had been awarded the bronze 
star medal, good conduct medal 
with three bronze loops, national 
defense service medal with first oak 
leaf cluster and the Vietnam service 
medai. 
At that time, Sooni and the 
children moved to Sikeston to be 
near his family and secure the 
children until his return. That time 
he came back. 
After seven months at Ft. Polk. 


once again, Karnes volunteered for 
duty in Vietnam. This time making 
Sooni fully aware that he might not 
return. 
"He told me too many times,” 
she said softly, "that he knew he 
would die doing this fighting. So I 
knew that he would, someday.” 
And now the stage has been set 
for Sgt. 1/c Leslie Leroy Karnes’ 
death by briefly touching on his 
life. 
Feb. 16, 1971, came on Tuesday. 
Karnes’ return home already had 
been approved. He had held his 
plane tickets two weeks. He would 
be in Sikeston in time to celebrate 
the twin’s birthday. In 18 months 
he planned to retire from the army 
and buy resort land, rent boats to 
fishermen, and do a bit of fishing 
himself. 
Thia time, his body came home, 
10 
day« 
after 
his 
death, 
accompanied by a close friend, a 
silver star and the purple heart for 
gallantry in action. A memorial 
service was held with military rites. 
Flowers came from all over the 
country. 
The 
children 
received 
scholarships for college. Sooni was 
informed of the financial and legal 
assistance 
available 
for 
army 
widows, 
and 
reminded 
of 
her 
continuing commissary privileges. 
She 
was 
urged 
to 
keep 
her 
identification up to date. 
“What was your reaction,” I 
asked, 
"after the shock of his 
death?” 
She 
didn’t 
understand 
my 
question, for she found it difficult 
to 
separate one emotion from 
another. 
"Just 
crying,” 
she answered, 
holding out her hands, "then I 
know soon that I have to take care 
of everything.... the children.” 
Sooni’s 
misunderstanding 
of 
routine questions prevented her 
from answering quickly, but she 
finally 
related 
her 
ideas 
and 
decisions about the family’s future. 
"You know," she said. "vouVe 


grown up here (United States) and 
have had a good life, but you don’t 
appreciate your own country. My 
husband 
gave 
his 
life 
for 
a 
freedom....he died for something he 
thought was right. I’m proud of 
him. I want to stay here and be the 
good mother to my children." 
Last weekend Sooni took the 
children on a camping trip. She 
learned to love water sports from 
her husband and, as ahe says, "can’t 
give up fishing." The boys are 
better than average baseball players 
and she never misses a game. She 
describes them as average students, 
but good athletes. 
In March, she and the boys were 
baptized. They are members of 
Murray Lane Baptist church. 
"I couldn’t have made it without 
the people there,” she continued. 
"I have to trust in the Lord. That’s 
important.” 


She plans to buy another home 
in Sikeston, but wants to make the 
decisions slowly, accurately. 
Questions — the routine ones - 
were not so easily asked, for the 
drama and emotion of a dead 
husband and father doesn’t vanish 
in five months. It touched me with 
a 
quiet 
hand 
every 
time 
she 
answered. 
“What do you want to remember 
moat about him,” I asked. 
"When I was sick,” she replied, 
"and if I got mad, he always took 
the children somewhere.” 
Sooni is aware that there will 
forever be someone in her situation, 
that someone must do the fighting. 
She 
does 
not 
question 
her 
husband’s death. 
The years ahead 
will not be easy, but she is a 
determined young woman — buay 
with the task of bouncing back. 
"We had 15 years together,” she 
concluded, "and he left me three 
pretty children and memories. I will 
see him again, I know that. Fifteen 
beautiful years.....and they were all 
mine. They were very good.”

We’ve been observing the small but enthusiastic 
support and interest in a four-day workweek and its 
resulting three-day weekend in some industries and 
business. 
But before we start riding off in this direction as the 
cure-all for unemployment and other problems, we 
find ourselves faced with numerous and notable 
exceptions. 
Very likely, physicians (especially your own family 
doctor) would be an exception when your family 
needs him. Then, let’s consider the hospitals with their 
nurses and technicians and the fact that they must 
look after the ill and afflicted around the clock every 
day and night of the year. Your pharmacist is on call 
around 
the 
clock 
to 
provide prescriptions and 
medication at any time you need it. 
It is time that we ask just how in the heck can we 
reduce our law enforcement and fire departments to 
the new utopia of working on a four-day week? Why 
should the employes of the water company, the Kansas 
Power & Light and Southwestern Bell have to man 
their services day and night throughout the workweek? 
Perhaps you wouldn’t miss your daily newspaper, radio 
and television programs if reduced to just four-days of 
service a week. Many retailers such as the food 
suppliers, gas stations, auto repair shops and discount 
stores are now operating on a six-day and seven-day 
workweek. Why? Because the shopping public likes it 
and if you are going to stay in business, you had better 
meet the public demand. 
When you need a plumber or electrician, you’ll even 
pay his overtime rates if the emergency is on the 
weekends. Any farmer will tell you that there is no 
such thing as a four-day workweek in planting and 
harvesting crops or handling livestock.

Even mothers 
would welcome a four-d^/ workweek, we are sure, but 


please tell them how? 
But since the Federal government owes nearly $400 
billion, with out mentioning the billions owed by state 
and local government, it seems to us that the people of 
the United States had better be thinking about 
working more instead of less so we can pay it off. That 
is possible if we elect public officials who can and will 
reduce spending beyond our incomes ... and maybe 
even reduce taxes, when the budgets are realistic again. 
The founders of America didn’t make this country 
great by shortening the work week; instead inventive 
minds and strong workers labored long hours to bring 
some prosperity and stability to our nation and its 
people.

FORGETFUL CRITICS 
Until 
only 
recently, 
the 
more progressive a company or 
industry was in expanding its 
services 
the 
more 
it 
was 
applauded 
as a 
com munity 
builder and taxpayer. Suddenly 
a 
school 
of 
thought 
has 
developed which seeks to curb 
industrial growth as a means of 
protecting the environment. A 
leading critic of the electric 
industry 
now 
claims 
that, 
“Electric 
utilities created 
a 
power shortage by overselling 
th e ir 
p ro d u c t 
through 
advertising.” 
The critic failed to mention 
the long 
delays of various 
regulatory agencies in granting 
approval for construction of 
n e ed ed 
new 
generating 
facilities, nor did he mention 
the one inescapable problem 
t h a t 
o v e r r i d e s 
all 
o th ers-p o p u latio n 
growth. 
And, he failed to reconcile his 
charge of “overselling” by the 
utilities 
with 
the 
insistent 
pressure for rehabilitation of 
inner cities and the bringing of 
higher 
living 
standards 
to 
depressed 
areas 
everywhere. 
Energy, of course, is a key 
factor 
in 
higher 
living 
standards. 
How 
else 
is an 
electric company to extend its 
services to those who need it if 
it does not build new plants 
and 
encourage 
the 
use 
of 
electricity through advertising? 
It is not necessary to look 
far to find why there can be no 
relaxation in the continuing 
plans of power companies to 
expand their facilities. A major 
in v e sto r-o w n e d 
e le c tric 
company* 
that serves Long 
Island, New York, has released 
some 
figures 
on population 
growth in its area that show 
what an electric utility is up 
against. The total population 
of this com pany’s service area 
is greater than the individual 
population of 24 states and is 
more than one percent of the 
total U. S. population. As of 
January 1, 1970, it served an 
estim ated 
population 
of 
2,64 5,726. 
Since 
1960, 
portions of its service area have 
registered population growths 
in 
excess 
of 
60 
percent. 
Apparently, some critics of the 
electric industry have forgotten 
that the first duty of a public 
utility is to provide service 
w herever 
and 
whenever 
needed.

Less than 35 percent of the 
independent businessmen are 
opposed 
to 
employing 
an 
ex-convict or parolee to fill a 
job for which the person is 
capable 
of 
handling, 
after 
release from prison. 
However, the type of crime 
for which a person was sent to 


prison 
is 
a 
factor 
in 
d e te rm in a tio n 
o f 
the 
willingness to hire. A person 
who 
has 
served 
time 
for 
burglary is three times more 
desirable than one convicted of 
a sex crime. 
This data is developing from 
a 
special 
survey 
being 
conducted in California by the 
N atio n al 
Federation 
of 
Independent 
Business 
in 
c o o p e ra tio n 
with 
state 
au thorities. 
California was selected by 
the Federation for this pilot 
survey 
because 
the 
state 
reportedly 
has 
the 
largest 
prison population of any state 
in the nation, has a high crime 
rate, and a cost of maintaining 
a prisoner that runs as high as 
$3,500 per year. 
But although approximately 
two-thirds of the independent 
business proprietors questioned 
to date say they would not be 
adverse to hiring a released 
prisoner, per se, there is a wide 
diversity of opinion on the 
type of released offender that 
would be acceptable. 
Of those who report they 
would hire an ex-convict, 57 
percent say they would hire an 
ex-burglar, 53 percent say they 
would employ an ex-robber, 
and 36 percent report they 
would 
hire 
a 
former drug 
addict. 
But 
less 
than 
20 
percent say 
they would be 
willing to hire anyone that had 
been 
convicted 
of 
a 
sex 
offense. 
The 
Federation 
survey is 
also revealing a reluctance in 
the past of the independent 
businessmen to participate in 
the 
type 
of 
prisoner-work 
program 
that 
has 
been 
espoused by many students of 
penology. 
Only 42 percent currently 
say they would be willing to 
hire prisoners which are serving 
time, 
with 
the 
prisoners 
working at private employment 
during the days, returning to

On another section of the 
F e d e ra tio n 
survey 
the 
businessmen by a 2 to 1 margin 
express support for shortening 
the prison terms for offenders

We have tried to pin down 
rumors 
that the oil barons 
encouraged U.S. involvement 
in 
Vietnam 
to 
protect the 
offshore oil reserves for them 
to exploit. 
It’s no secret that Lyndon 
Johnson was close to Texas oil 
interests 
and 
that 
he 
ran 
interference 
for 
them 
in 
Congress. The Pentagon Papers 
also make clear that LBJ, as 
President, 
was 
preparing 
to 
intervene heavily in Vietnam 
before the August, 1964, Gulf 
of Tonkin incident. 
Signs of oil off the Vietnam 
coast were discovered as early 
as 1955. But it wasn’t until 
1968, four years after the U.S. 
build-up 
in 
Vietnam, 
that 
A m p e r 
Corporation, 
an 
American 
consortium , began 
serious 
explorations 
in 
V ietnam 
waters. 
Amper 
conducted its explorations in 
behalf of Standard Oil of New 
Jersey and Indiana, Mobil Oil, 
Gulf Oil, Atlantic Richfield, 
Phillips 
Petroleum, Tenneco, 
Continental 
Union 
Oil 
of 
California, 
Dutch 
Shell and 
British Petroleum. 
Amper estimated that the 
shores 
of 
Southeast 
Asia 
contained 
more 
oil reserves 
than 
the 
Middle East. The 
explorations have indicated a 
huge seabed oil reservoir at the 
mouth of the Mekong River. 
We have talked to inside 
so ur ce s 
and 
examined 
confidential documents in our 
search for evidence that the oil 
boys may have been behind 
President Johnson’s decision to 
send troops to Vietnam. As far 
as 
we 
can 
learn, 
the 
oil 
interests had nothing to do 
with LBJ’s Vietnam decisions. 
Indeed, the government has 
refused 
to

Hannah,vin secret meetings, has 


urged a guarantee to the oil 
companies but without success. 
-WASHINGTON WHIRL-- 
Mailing 
Lists--M ilitary 
regulations strictly forbid the 
release of names and addresses 
for 
“ commercial solicitation 
purposes.” The Army Times 
has been offered as high as 
$10,000 for its subscription 
list, 
but 
all 
the 
service 
magazines 
keep 
their 
lists 
under lock and key. C. W. Van 
Orman, an enterprising retired 
Army 
officer, 
has 
gotten 
around the ban by advertising 
as a “ m ilitary” em ployment 
agency, 
offering

insurance companies for $2.50 
a name. Van Orman, reached at 
his 
Seaside,

Nixon’s Labor Secretary Sees 
More Monday Holidays But 
Not 
Swing

Four-Day Week

Suddenly a few months ago 
there flared across the land a 
proposal for a four-day week -- 
made up of 10-hour days. It 
took hold in a handful of firms 
among 
the 
millions 
of 
American corporations. 
It 
intrigued 
some 
labor 
leaders because they saw it as 
possibly 
intriguing 
young 
workers. And as a short cut to 
the 32-hour week — four days 
at 8-hour shifts. 
Though Secretary of Labor 
Jim Hodgson is self-effacing, 
albeit one of the most popular 
such 
Cabinet 
officers 
this 
nation has had, he was just the 
man 
to ask 
if the famed, 
w e l l- pu bl i c i z ed 
four-day 
(10-hour 
day) 
week 
has a 
chance to take hold or is it a 
fad. Mr. Hodgson here speaks 
for himself. I do believe he 
thinks it’s a fad and that leisure 
time will come in blocs of new 
holidays. 
Here 
is 
his view 
written 
especially 
for 
this 
column:

Secretary of Labor 
W ashington:- Labor versus 
leisure is an old problem. How 
much time should we spend 
acquiring the good things 
of 
life? How much tim e should 
we spend enjoying them? How 
should 
we 
divide our time 
between working and resting? 
For centuries we followed 
the divine example of working 
six days and resting on the 
seventh. The five day, 40 hour 
workweek 
is a 
creature of 
comparatively 
recent 
times. 
There is nothing sacred about 
it. Why not arrange it so that 
we could have three days a 
week off instead of two? 
This 
is 
the 
proposal 
of 
proponents of the four-day, 
40-hour week. It’s an intriguing 
idea, already being tried out on 
an experimental basis by some 
100 
American 
companies. 
E n t h u s i a s t s 
are 
vocal. 
Experience is mixed. 
Proponents 
include 
both 
employers and employees. For 
employers reputed advantages 
are 
increased 
productivity, 
improved morale, and assorted 
other benefits. For employees 
it 
means 
a 
20 
per 
cent 
reduction in com m uter tim e to 
and from the job and leisure 
time in weekly blocks of three 
days instead of two. 
It 
also means working a 
day 
10-hour 
day 
- 
or 
approaching 10 hours. 
Is 
it 
worth 
it? 
Many 
employees report that it is. A 
recent 
Gallup poll indicates 
that a high proportion of men 
like 
the 
idea, 
particularly 
younger men. On the other 
hand, this preference is not 
shared by women, who voted 
against it by a 2 to 1 margin. 
One concludes that reactions 
are determ ined by life style. 
The 
sports 
buff 
or 
travel 
enthusiast may think the extra 
daily work hours a small price 
to pay for the luxury of three 
days of leisure. Not so the 
working mother who knows 
that the current eight-hour day 
leaves her little enough time to 
get 
the 
family 
off 
in 
the 
morning and the dinner on at 
night. 
The returns are far from in, 
but 
we 
in 
the 
Labor 
Department 
are 
following 
developments 
with 
keen 
interest. We are getting many 
questions. We are being asked 
about State laws that prohibit 
women working for more than 
eight or nine hours a day. And 
we are being asked about the 
W p s h - H e i i l e y Public Contracts 


Act and the Contract Work 
Hours and Safety Standard 
Act, both of which require 
premium overtime after eight 
hours 
a 
day 
for 
covered 
e m p lo y e e s. 
These 
laws 
establish eight hours as the 
standard 
workday 
on 
most 
f e d e r a l 
g o v e r n m e n t 
procurem ent contracts. 
We want to respond to the 
wishes 
of 
employers 
and 
employees, but we also need to 
probe more deeply into many 
q u e s t i o n s 
b e f o r e 
r e c o m m e n d i n g 
legislative 
changes 
to Congress. 
High 
among our concerns is w hether 
the longer working day might 
have 
any 
effect 
upon 
the 
health 
and 
safety 
of 
the 
American worker. And we have 
other questions - the effect on 
moonlighting, for example, o r 
what 
the 
new 
workweek 
structure would mean to such 
groups as part-time working 
mothers. 
One of the most interesting 
questions arising from current 
enthusiasm for the four-day, 
40-hour week is whether it 
signals an interest not only in 
restructuring available leisure 
time but also in adding to our 
total 
leisure. 
The American 
worker 
has 
traditionally 
divided his productivity gains 
between shorter worktime and 
higher 
real 
earnings, 
with 
emphasis on the latter. Since 
World War II, the tendency to 
opt for higher living standards 
rather 
than 
reduction 
of 
working 
hours 
has 
been 
somewhat 
more 
pronounced 
than in previous decades. Much 
of the movement for increased 
leisure that did occur duing 
this period came in the form of 
more 
holidays 
or 
longer 
vacations. 
Are we now seeing a puch 
for more total leisure? With all 
the current complaints about 
the evils of striving for ever 
greater 
production 
and 
the 
search for a more satisfying 
life, it might be easy to come 
to this conclusion. But I do not 
think 
so. 
Maintaining 
high 
standards 
of 
living 
is 
still 
im portant to most American 
citizens. And accomplishing all 
the environmental, health, and 
social improvements as we see 
ahead will call for a great deal 
of work. 
The reasonable conclusion is 
that we will see a continuation 
of recent historical trends, with 
only a gradual and modest 
extension of total leisure time. 
We will continue to take an 
overwhelming 
part 
of 
our 
productivity 
gains in higher 
living standards. 
But it is also reasonable to 
conclude that any additional 
leisure we do achieve will come 
in block 
form, just 
a s 
the 
four-day, 
4(Vhour 
week 
proposal is a proposal for b l o c k 
leisure. This kind of leisure 
seems increasingly to be the 
sort that people want. 
One way to achieve t h i s is 
by the creation of additional 
Monday 
holidays. 
Today 
nearly all American Industry 
operates on a four-day week 
for 1 0 per cent of the year now 
that 
five 
of 
our 
national 
holidays fall on Monday. It is 
easy 
to 
envision 
additional 
Monday holidays over a p e r i o d 
of time, possibly to a point 
Where each month would offer 
a three-day weekend.

rearranging 
leisure time into blocks is the

The water pressure suddenly 
becam e so low that a nearby 
plant was “ out of w ater” in 
“just a few m inutes.” 


“ If we had a real house fire 
in that area, accom panied by a 
wind 
we could have a real 
tragedy 
and 
lose 
several 
houses,” 
the 
fire 
chief 
declared. 
In another part of the city, 
he said a firem an could “ step 
on a tw o inch water line and 
stop the flow of w ater,” so low 
is th e pressure. 
Banken, 
estim ated,

Petitions Started 
Seek Road Bond Vote

(AP) — The 
Missouri 
Highway Commission announced today it has decided to 
start an initiative petition campaign next m onth fo ra $475 
million road bond issue. 
Jack Stapleton Sr. of Stanberry, commission chairman, 
said “ the only thing we’re asking is that the people have a 
right to vote on the road bonds.’’ 
If the petition campaign is successful in getting 
90,000-plus signatures, the proposal could go before voters 
at a special election or at the 1972 general election. 
Stapleton said the commission made the decision 
Thursday night and said that was the first chance it had to 
discuss the proposal which had been recommended by 
Gov. Warren E. Hearnes. 
He said the money would be used to finance the 
c o m m is s io n ’s 
original 
12-year 
intercity interregional 
highway plan, including 2,000 miles of improved roads and 
12 major bridges. Much of the money would be spent to 
upgrade existing highways to dual lanes. 
Stapleton said the bond issue plan would not include 
any money for urban mass transit systems, as proposed 
earlier by the governor. 
The 1971 
legislature knocked down the governor’s 
recom m endation for a highway bond issue because of 
innate objections to the high interest costs. 


Instead it passed a 2-cent increase in the gasoline tax 
but the governor vetoed it on the grounds that would not 
provide enough money for a stepped up construction 
program and was not tied to a bond issue. 
If the voters approve the bond issue, Stapleton said he 
hoped the legislature would find ways to finance it. 
The governor’s earlier bond proposal would have been 
financed by increasing the gas tax from 5 to 7 cents and 
boosting other highway user fees by enough to equal the 
revenue of another one cent gas tax. 
The 1971 defeat of the governor’s road bond proposal 
was his third loss on a highway improvement program. 
Twice before he proposed a toll road bond issue but the 
courts rejected the first one and the voters turned down 
the second one. 
Sen. William B. Waters, DLiberty, whose gas tax 
increase bill was vetoed this year, has said he would 
re-introduce such a measure in the 1972 session. 
In the past, road bond or gas tax increase proposals 
have required a statewide citizens’ com m ittee to gain 
voter support, including all segments of the highway 
industry and autom obile users. 
Plans for such a campaign organization have not yet 
been worked out.

On Feb. 16 at approxim ately 10 
a.m., Army Sgt. 1/C Ij*slie I/eroy 
Karnes was driving an amphibious 
vehicle through the swamp land of 
Vietnam, near (Jan Gao canal, 25 
miles south of Rach Gia. 
He was part of a five man “high 
brass’’ patrol involved in a forward 
reconnaissance 
through saturated 
Viet Cong territory. 
The patrol was ambushed and 
every man was wounded — Karnes 
and a lieutenant colonel were killed 
by enemy fire. 


The Can Gao canal represents 
little 
more 
than 
a 
spot on a 
newspaper map and the lieutenant 
colonel’s name would not strike 
any 
familiar 
notes 
in 
this 
community. 
Sergeant Karnes, 33, born and 
reared in Sikeston, left this town a 
daily reminder of his tragic death -- 
a Korean widow and three children. 
They are survivors -- next of kin. 
His widow’s name is Soon Lim ** 
“ Sooni” she likes to be called. The 
children are Michael 
Leslie and 
Mark Lynn, twin boys, 12, and Sue 
Ann, 6. 
After 
talking 
with 
Soonie, 1 
think that her childhood and that 
of Karnes are of interest because of 
the sharp contrast in their early 
lives. 


He was born Jan. 21, 1938, in 
Neelyville, the son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Floyd Karnes. He graduated from 
schools in Sikeston, enlisted in the 
national guard when he was 14, and 
entered the regular army when he 
was 17. He was sheltered from the 
immediate and personal horrors of 
enemy invasion and war. 
Sooni was born in Kim Chen, 
Korea in 1935, into certain poverty 
and surrounded by death. When she 
was three, her family was moved to 
Japan, and back to Korea in 1945. 
She went to school only when the 
war perm itted, and that was not 
often or for long. 


Karnes has one brother and two 
sisters. Sooni has three sisters and 
two brother* surviving -- at least 
eight of her brothers and sisters 
died in the wars. Her father had 
tw o families, not unusual in her 
country. Karnes was a protestant, 
she was reared in the faith of 
Buddha. 
They met in Seoul, Korea, in 
1956, where she was working in an 
installation PX. They were married 
Sept. 19, 1957, in Seoul. They 
remained in Korea for another year 
before 
being 
transferred 
to St. 
Louis. There the twins were born 
March 14, 1959. 
In the military scheme of things, 
the 
family 
was 
soon 
sent 
to 
Germany, where they lived three 
years. 
Sooni interrupted the stream of 
facts. 


“ That is why my English is not 
so good,” she smiled, “ I learned to 
speak it in Germany....I have a 
German accent." 
From Germany they went to Ft. 
Polk, La., in 1963, where little Sue 
Ann was born. They lived there for 
five years — by army standards, a 
long 
time. 
While there, Karnes 
attended 
schools, 
was 
a 
drill 
instructor in hand to hand com bat, 
jungle operations and judo. He was 
a career soldier. 
His first duty in Vietnam was in 
1968. He was a Sgt. first class then, 
and returned from combat with 
recognition 
as 
an 
outstanding 
soldier. 
He had been awarded the bronze 
star medal, good conduct medal 
with three bronze loops, national 
defense service medal with first oak 
leaf cluster and the Vietnam service 
medal. 
At that time, Sooni and the 
children moved to Sikeston to be 
near his family and secure the 
children until his return. That time 
he came back. 
A fter seven m onths at Ft. Polk. 


once again, Karnes volunteered for 
duty in Vietnam. This time making 
Sooni fully aware that he might not 
return. 
“ He told me too many tim es," 
she said softly, “that he knew he 
would die doing this fighting. So I 
knew that he would, som eday." 
And now the stage has been set 
for Sgt. 1/c Leslie Leroy Karnes’ 
death by briefly touching on his 
life. 
Feb. 16, 1971, came on Tuesday. 
Karnes' return home already had 
been approved. He had held his 
plane tickets two weeks. He would 
be in Sikeston in tim e to celebrate 
the tw in’s birthday. In 18 months 
he planned to retire from the army 
and buy resort land, rent boats to 
fishermen, and do a bit of fishing 
himself. 
This time, his body came home, 
10 
days 
after 
his 
death, 
accompanied by a close friend, a 
silver star and the purple heart for 
gallantry in action. A memorial 
service was held with military rites. 
Flowers came from all over the 
country. 
The 
children 
received 
scholarships for college. Sooni was 
informed of the financial and legal 
assistance 
available 
for 
army 
widows, 
and 
reminded 
of 
her 
continuing commissary privileges. 
She 
was 
urged 
to 
keep 
her 
identification up to date. 
“What was your reaction," I 
asked, 
"after the shock of his 
death?" 
She 
didn't 
understand 
my 
question, for she found it difficult 
to 
separate 
one 
em otion 
from 
another. 
“Just 
crying," 
she 
answered, 
holding out her hands, “then I 
know soon that 1 have to take care 
of everything.... the children." 
Sooni's 
misunderstanding 
of 
routine 
questions 
prevented her 
from answering quickly, but she 
finally 
related 
her 
ideas 
and 
decisions about the fam ily’s future. 
“ You know ," she said, "y o u ’ve 


grown up here (United States) and 
have had a good life, but you don’t 
appreciate your own country. My 
husband 
gave 
his 
life 
for 
a 
freedom....he died for something he 
thought was right. I'm proud of 
him. I want to stay here and be the 
good mother to my children." 
Last weekend Sooni took the 
children on a camping trip. She 
learned to love water sports from 
her husband and, as she says, "can't 
give up fishing." The boya are 
better than average baseball players 
and she never miaaea a game. She 
describes them as average students, 
but good athletes. 
In March, she and the boya were 
baptized. They are members of 
Murray Lane Baptist church. 
"I couldn’t have made it without 
the people there," she continued. 
"I have to trust in the Lord. T hat’s 
im portant." 


She plana to buy another home 
in Sikeston, but wants to make the 
decisions slowly, accurately. 
Questions — the routine ones — 
were not so easily asked, for the 
drama 
and em otion of a dead 
husband and father doesn't vanish 
in five months. It touched me with 
a 
quiet 
hand 
every 
tim e 
she 
answered. 


“What do you want to remember 
moat about him ,” I asked. 
“When I was aick," she replied, 
"and if I got mad, he always took 
the children somewhere." 
Sooni ia aware that there will 
forever be someone in her situation, 
that someone must do the fighting.

question 
her 
husband’s death. 
The years ahead 
will not be easy, but she is a 
determined young woman — busy 
with the task of bouncing back, 
“We had 15 years together," she 
concluded, “ and he left me three 
pretty children and memories.

We’ve been observing the small but enthusiastic 
support and interest in a four-day workweek and its 
resulting three-day weekend in some industries and 
business. 
But before we start riding off in this direction as the 
cure-all for unemployment and other problems, we 
find ourselves faced with numerous and notable 
exceptions. 
Very likely, physicians (especially your own family 
doctor) would be an exception when your family 
needs him. Then, let’s consider the hospitals with their 
nurses and technicians and the fact that they must 
look after the ill and afflicted around the clock every 
day and night of the year. Your pharmacist is on call 
around 
the 
clock 
to 
provide 
prescriptions 
and 
medication at any time you need it. 
It is time that we ask just how in the heck can we 
reduce our law enforcement and fire departments to 
the new utopia of working on a four-day week? Why 
should the employes of the water company, the Kansas 
Power & Light and Southwestern Bell have to man 
their services day and night throughout the workweek? 
Perhaps you wouldn’t miss your daily newspaper, radio 
arid television programs if reduced to just four-days of 
service a week. Many retailers such as the food 
suppliers, gas stations, auto repair shops and discount 
stores are now operating on a six-day and seven-day 
workweek. Why? Because the shopping public likes it 
and if you are going to stay in business, you had better 
meet the public demand. 
When you need a plumber or electrician, you’ll even 
pay his overtime rates if the emergency is on the 
weekends. Any farmer will tell you that there is no 
such thing as a four-day workweek in planting and 
harvesting crops or handling livestock. 
The list of those whose services and products just 
don’t fit their customers’ needs on a four-day basis just 
grows and grows. And we can assure you that we 
haven’t forgotten the men and women in our armed 
forces who must defend our country from any enemy 
and urc on call and duty constantly. Even mothers 
would welcome a fourth^/ workweek, we are sure, but

“ Faulty brakes," he com plained in co u rt, “ is as dangerous as 
a m oth-eaten parachute. N ot to install a device to forew arn s 
driver th a t h e ’s losing brake - fluid is pure negligence on the part 
of an autom obile m anufacturer." 
“ N onsense!" responded the m anufacturer. “ You ca n ’t m ake a 
car th a t’s going to remain perfect indefinitely. While you can 
innoculate a person against measles, you can’t innoculate a car 
against defects.
